While he was only 
confined in a cell a short time 
before he was made a store clerk 
and allowed to sleep in a room 
off the store, he said this was a 
custom and allowed all inmates 
doing special work.

He detailed his activities in 
making novelties and attributed 
his making $1,173 to the fact that 
he

the

novelties and found many new 
markets where they could be sold.

showing that McCulla, because of

had been 
shown favors not granted others 
nor that he had built, up a “ mo- 
nop;oly” in the novelty business. 
There was no evidence that he had 
discriminated against others 
in 
his position as clerk. 
The heiring was closed with an 
appeal by Lloyd Marti, McCulla’s 
attorney, that he not be re-tried 
for his past offense which was 
done in court. 
Chaplain Makes Appeal. 
Prison Chaplain Fred Lessten 
made an eloquent appeal to the 
board for clemency in telling of 
McCulla’s prison life. He said he 
came to the prison “ broken in 
health” and mentally shattered. 
After about 9 0 days, he said Mc­ 
Culla recovered enough to be able 
to work. 
When he was appointed store 
Clerk, Lessten said, McCulla im­ 
mediately was termed by others 
a “ big shot” and warden’s man. 
This he said made him disliked 
by three-fourths of the inmates. 
He then told how he had partici­ 
pated in church services and was 
a regular attendant. 
He was a 
member of the quartet which he 
also directed. McCulla’s activities 
while in prison, the chaplain said, 
won him the respect of most of 
the inmates. 
Parole Not Opposed. 
There were no objections filed 
to McCulla’s parole. Letters w'ere 
received from 33 leading members 
of the junior chamber of com­ 
merce in all parts of the country 
urging clemency. 
Testifying in his behalf was C. 
Edwin Dahlin, attorney for the 
First National bank of Chicago, 
whose brother. EskU C. Dahlin, 
will employ McCulla in his law 
book firm w'hich was described as 
one of the largest in the country. 
Bees Creditors All Repaid. 
Frank 
E. 
Card, one of the 
trustees who distributed McCulla 
holdings to creditors on a 50 per 
cent basis, and himself a creditor 
for loans of $13,000, said he was 
confident all creditors would be 
repaid if the parole was granted.

N eb raska b usinessm an; and Judge Howard K en­ 
nedy of Omaha, widely know'n and widely recog­ 
nized for his capab ilities.

W ithout disparaging the very decent purposes

In y ears 
past, because of distance and poor 
means of travel and few complex­ 
ities. there wasn’t a need for a 
great many activities, he pointed 
out. This situation has changed 
and it is the duty of the rural 
pastor and his church to provide 
training and recreation for the 
y outh.

grown if not planted so often on 
the game land.” 
World of Values. 
“The world of values, or decent 
hum an relations, is a world which 
we share,” he emphasized. 
"Im portant as

Investments Not Taxable. 
“We further claim ,” he assert­ 
ed, “th at when the patrons to 
whom these funds are owed e~ter 
into an agreem ent to leave the 
sum so owed them in the hands 
of the co-operative as a further 
investm ent, these i .vestm ents are 
no m ore liable to tax in the case 
of the farm er co-operative than 
in the case of the waste disposal 
com pany set up by oil well owm- 
ers.

PLYMOUTH, Pa.—(A P) - Fif­ 
teen m iners w ere killed and three 
others injured in an explosion 
last night that wrecked the an­ 
thracite colliery operated by the 
Glen Aldcn Coal com pany here, 
trapping some 22 w orkers 8 50 feet 
below the surface. 
Edward G riffith, president and 
general m anager of the coal firm 
which operates the N ottingham 
colliery , said the blast was dis­ 
covered by an unidentified foot 
tender at the bottom of a mine 
shaft. 
The 
m an, 
noting 
heavy 
clouds of dust and smelling gas 
fumes, sounded an alarm , G rif­ 
fith reported. 
Rescue crews, in constant dan­ 
ger of cave-ins because of w eak­ 
ened shoring.s, rescued seven men 
after m ore than three hours of 
frantic digging. 
A 
short while 
later, G riffith said, the bodies of 
the 15 dead m en—found grouped 
in a gangw ay leading from the 
shaft—w ere brought to the sur­ 
face. 
Number Uncertain. 
G riffith said the com pany was 
unable to ascertain the exact num ­ 
ber of night shift men working » n 
the blasted section—located under 
the Susq uehanna river—but re­ 
ports from the icene said 22 men 
w ere in the shaft.
